Office will review all Agency regulatory material for legality. 
Unfortunately, in the recent past we have found that a 
number of Agency regulatory issuances have not been forwarded 
to this Office for legal review until after the DCI, DDCI or 
you have approved and signed them. This apparently occurs 
sTaTmost frequently when a proposed issuance is being developed 
outside the mechanisms established by the Regulations Control 
Division. The most recent example is Headquarters Notice| | 
ee Language Incentive Program," dated 6 September 
, Signed by the DDCI. Fortunately, in this case our 
subsequent review did not identify legal complications with 
what had been proposed and approved. 


2. As I am sure you can appreciate, legal review after 
the fact could lead to embarrassment and possibly more 
serious consequences if the issuance is found to be legally _ 
deficient after the issuance has been signed. This would be. 
particularly true if action had been taken on the assumption. Wes
